EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Amend claim 1 as follows: 

1 . A shock-absorbing structure of a battery cover in combination with at least 
one battery, the combination comprising: 

a battery cover which protects the at least one battery; and 

a plurality of shock-absorbing ribs formed on an outer surface of the battery 

cover, 

wherein the plurality of shock-absorbing ribs are formed so as to be disposed at 
positions that are substantially symmetrical to positions of a plurality of externally- 
threaded electrodes of the at least one battery, with respect to a plane of the battery 
cover, when the battery cover is provided on the at least one battery, and 

wherein the plurality of externally-threaded electrodes are provided beneath the 
battery cover. 



Cancel claim 23. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 is 
directed toward a battery having a shock-absorbing battery cover. The cover has a 
plurality of ribs formed on an outer surface that are symmetrical to positions of a 
plurality of externally threaded electrodes. The electrodes are located beneath the 
battery cover (do not penetrate the cover). 

Henk US4,400,446 does not teach or suggest the claimed invention because the 
electrodes are not provided beneath the cover, but instead penetrate the cover.
